In Public Notice No. 64-TTC 
(P.N.152. dated the 7th June 1932, the position regarding 
confirmation of provisional licences was further clari- 
fied. It has been brought to the notice of the Govern- 
ment that in several cases where the imnoH trad^ con- 
trollers at the ports have reiected confirmation of pro- 
visional licences, applicants have appealed against the 
decisions of the port authorities.

— In pursuance of rule 160 of the Indian 
Aircraft Rules, 1937, the Central Government is pleased 
to extend for a period up to the 31st March 1953 the 
exemption granted in the Order of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Communications No. lll-A/2-51, 
dated the 14th March 1952, to Indian registered aircraft 
engaged in international public transport from the op- 
eration of clause (a) of sub-rule (4) of rule 38 of the 
said rules, subject to the conditions specified at (li) to 
(vi) in the said Order. 

2. This exemption shall apply to flights between India 
and Pakistan, Nepal or Ceylon or such other destina- 
tion as may be approved by the Director General of 
Civil Aviation.

No. 10/1/52/ IP.— Whereas the Central Government is 
of opinion that it is necessary to appoint a Commission 
of Inquiry for the purpose of making an inquiry into 
the state of the Press in India; 

Now, therefore, In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 3 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952, 
(LX of 1952) the Central Government hereby appoints 


a Commission of Inquiry (to be called the Press Com- 
mission) consisting of the following persons, namely: —

2. The Press Commission shall enquire into the state 
of the Press in India, its present and future lines of 
development and shall in particular examine: — 

(i) the control, management and ownership and 
financial structure of newsoarers, large and 
small, the periodical press and news agencies 
and feature syndicates; 

(ii) the working of monopolies and chains and 
their ellect on the presentation of accurate 
news and fair views; 

(iii) , the effect of holding companies, the distribu- 

tion of advertisements and such other forms of 
external influence as may have a bearing on 
the development of healthy journalism; 

(iv) the method of recruitment, training scales of 
remuneration, retirement benefits and other 
conditions of employment of working journal 
lists, settlement of disputes ail'ecting them and 
factors which influence the establishment and 
maintenance pf high professional standards; 

(v) the adequacy of newsprint supplies and their 
distribution among all classes of newspapers 
and the possibilities of promoting indigenous 
manufacture of (i) newsprint and (ii) print- 
ing and composing machinery; 

(vi) machinery for (a) ensuring high standards of 
journalism and (b) liaison between Govern- 
ment and the Press; the functioning of Press 
Advisory Committees and organisations of 
editors and working journalists etc; 

(vii) freedom of the Press and repeal or amendment 
of laws not in consonance with it; 

and 

to make recommendations thereon. 

3. The Press Commission shall hold its inquiry find 
submit its report to the Central Government by 1st 
March, 1953.
